"Whenever I went through the 
cafeteria line, it always seemed 
to me that milk containers would 
be much more sanitary than glasses 
Of milk standing out in the air-- 
and would make the line move fast- 
er than the old milk machine." 
These are the words of Miss 
Margaret Butler of the Nursing 
Department, whose prize-winning 
employee suggestion to replace 

the milk dispenser with individual 
milk containers in the cafeteria 
has been adopted by HSS. Miss 
Butler is one of three HSS employ- 
ees who have received cash awards 
this month for their suggestions. 


Meeembutier plans to buy a U.S. 
Savings Bond with her $50 prize: 
"I've got many more ideas, too," 
she says. "Maybe I'll be able 
to buy more bonds...i" 


A time-saving suggestion was sub- 
mitted by Mr. Henry G. Brown, 
also of the Nursing Department. 
Mr. Brown observea that if the 
legs on the electrically-operated 
patient beds were uniformly 
marked for safe height elevation, 
they could be placed at this 
height prior to being moved. Time 
to dc so would not be wasted in 
the OR, as the beds would be at 
the proper level for transferring 
the patient to the OR table. The 
beds coula also readily be moved 
through doors and elevators. His 
suggestion will soon be a part of 
standard procedure. Mr. Brown, 
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who attenas Brooklyn Community 
College, will use his $50 prize 
towards various educational ex- 
penses. 


Mrs. Ingrid Vaiana of the Account- 
ing Department received a $100 
award for her money-saving idea 
thatiuwill alsovcontraibuce, to 
better patient relations. Phones 
in patients' rcoms, she suggested 
should be permanently assigned to 
each bed and so identified with a 
label. When a patient moves his 
room, his new phone number will be 
the same as his new bed number. 
"Now, when a patient is moved," 

she cites, “he often takes his ph- 
one with him, and we can't be 
certain which is his accurate 
number. As a result, he may be 
charged for another patient's calls” 
--a situation where the financial 
and patient-relations implications 
are obvious. Under the new system,

it will also be easier for the 
switchboard to put calls through 
to the correct extension without 
disturbing another patient, just 
by knowing the patient's bed 
number.
